WABHINGTON, Jan, 27.<In the United
Btates supreme court today Attorney Gen-
eral Douglas of Mipoesota renewod his
motion for leave to file a bill of complaint
on bohalf of the state agqinst the Northern
Becurities company In the matter of the
morger of the Northern Pacific raliroad,
with other rallrouds, saying that he had
g\ven notiee to the defepdants as required
by the court,

Chief Justice Fuller sald argument upon
dhis motion would be heard later in the
day, mn soon as the hoarlng of the case
under conslderation would be completed.

W. D, Guthrie of the Northern Se-
purities company filed a brief with the court
putllning that company's position. He con-
tended that the bill of complaint proposed
to be filsd on pebalf of tho state of Min-
nesota does not present a controvefey of a
eivil and judicial nature between a state
and a citizen of another state justifiable in
this court and that no state can call upon
this court to enforce Its penal or police
Jaws In other states, Heoce thia court |s
without jurisdiction.

Action Agalnat New Jorsey Company.

The bill asks the court, he sald, to re-
piraln by Injunction a citizen of New Jor-
woy from dolng thiogs which are entirely
legal accordiug to the lnws and which are
sanctioned by its statutory polley, simply
because those acts violate ar evade or tend
to cireumvent the public or penal or po-
Hee laws of Minnenota, the complalnant
Blate,

“There Is,"” he continued, ‘‘no suggestion
that the acts complained of are not entirely
lawful In the state of New Jersey or that
it Is not within the corporate powers of
the defendant corporation as an Invest-
menl company to acquire and hold the
stocks of rallway companies. The sole
ground of complalnt is the alleged violation
in New Jersey of certalu epactmenis con-
tained In the statutes of Minnesots. Hence,
he contgnded that the .Injunction prayed
for would be notbing more or less than an
order compelling the Securltles company to
obey the laws of New Jorsey and the laws
of Minnesota.

Minnesota Corporation Not Named,

He ecalled altention to the fact that no
rellef s sought against the Great Northern
Rallway company or the Northern Paclfic
Rallway company, although both are cor-
yorations of the stute of Minnesota und
both, therefore, within the jurisdiction of
the courts of that state, This was taken,
ho sald, ns a confession that neither of
these corporations had slgned against the

Jaws or the constitution,

He pointed out that as neither of theae
eompanles I8 & party to the sult no rellef
could be granted agulost them. In comclu-
slon Mr Guthrie contended for the don-
tinuance of the policy which had prevailed,
he sald, durlng the history of the govern-
ment, of allowlng sach state to control (is
own uffairs without Interference on the
part of the federal judiciary.

When the preceding case had been com-
ploted Attorney General Douglas was rec-
ognized Lo make his argument in support
of the motion for leave to file his bill of
gomplaint. Mr, Douglas made the follow-
ing polnts Iln support of a report of the
state to flle an original sult In this court:

Right of Jurisdiotioon,

The right of a state to Invoke the juris-
diation of this court to protect its property
and Individusl rights and Interests In an
uctlon against the oltizens of another state
has long been mnznlud. he state of
Minnesota owns upward of three millon
anores of land within Ite limits, which (s
near to, or in, territory nlone traversed
by the two ways In question; and the
mlate dependent almost entlrely upon
those roads for the development ‘of this
tand and the furnishing of transportation
fuoilities to the same.

The state also clalms the right to maln-
sl this section ps rens trine, or as

astoe or representative of all her citizens,
A very Ilmc portion, If not all, of the cltl-
pens ot nnesota will be materially in-
Jured by the conmolidation of and the re-
moval of competition In freight and pas-
senger rates between the lines of rallway
owned and operated by the two vom-
panlon, g

It must be borne In mind that, in addl-
tion to the statutes
polldation, the siate of Minnesots hak con-
tributed over ten milllon acres of land
in order 1o wecure the construction mnd
maintenance of some of the d(nrltlel and
compating lines by elther the Great North-
s or Northern Pacifio Rallway company.
A rt of the conslderation which the
mtate recelved for the lands granted woas
the implied agreemeft on the part of such
rallrond corporations and thelr stockhold-
ers that these lines of rallway should be
maintained and oaperated by sioh corpora-
tlons uy parullel and competing lines,

State Law Prohibits Merger.

A part of the statute law of the state of
mmmta relating to rallroad corporations
heen for nearly thirty years that no
gonsolldation In any manner whatover shall
take plice between %urullnl and competing
lines of rallway within the state. lﬁnt T}
ono of the conditions and conslderations
d by the state for the right to be
& rallropd corporution and to exerclse the
powers und privileges of such within the
tate s that free und open competition In
th frelght and passenger rates shall exist
tween the lines of rallway operated by
wh corporations; and the violation of
oo statutes tn a violation of the contract
Mghin or obligatlons of the corporations
Aq well as of the stockholders thereof
xithin the state, and, as we contend, gives
the state the right to maintain an action
to enjoln such vielation,

The state of Minnesotn, In attempting to
enforee its siatutory r11h| and remedy by
means of this action, I8 not asking  this
court to enforce anything contrary to the
declared public pollcy of New Jersey or of
th% nationul government. The declared
Bu lle polley of Now Jerse “;.nd the Unlied

tates In against the consolldation and uni-
fication of competing lines of rallway. and
the removal of mm‘mllltnn In frelght and

nger rates.  This polley s dw{nn-d in

e so-called “antl-trust law" of the United

aten. which has been before this court
en several occasions.

Affeots Stovkholders as Well.

The ntwg of the Great Northern and
Northern Puclfic rollway companies, the
title to which is placed In the Northern
Becurities company, the manner and
for the purposes of the bill, must be
deemed to be hold by the last named com-
pany as though located in and subject (o
all the laws of the state of Minpesota;

Nelease of Miasionanries Now Regarded

At the roquest of
the American negotiators the government
has granted the former entire freadom to

TO ENFORCE ELECTION LAWS

Southern Republicans Prepariog Bill
Designed to Insure a
Failr Dallot.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—At a eaucus to-
night of southern republicans in congress
steps were taken looking to the preparation
of a measure to be Introduced in both
houses, comprising an amalgamation of the
best features of the bills already presented
In the house by Messrs. Bartholdt of Mis.
souri and Gibson of Tenunesses, for the en-
forcement of the election laws.

Sepator Pritchard of North Carolina pre-
slded and designatod Mr. Gibson to prepare

the propeaed measure, whose features ware

tentatively agreed upon. These provide for
the honest enforcement of the state election
laws, the right of minority representation
and means by which the agerieved party
contesting nn election case may be heard
by the stute canvassing board, If he Js dis-
appointed with the result he Is to have the
right of appeal to the distriet judge, who is
c¢lothed with power to hear and try ques-
tions of law und fact de pove ralsed before
the canvasslog board and to issue the cer-
tificate of election to the person having the
highest number of votes. Thia I8 to con-
stitute prima facle evidence of his election,
upon which he may be sworn In by the
house,

There was some discussion of the Crum-
packer bill, which reduces the congressional
representation iu the south on the hasls of
the vole cast ut elections, but the sentiment
of mnearly all the members present was
againat it, In its stead the southern re-
publicans will offer the measure agreed on
tonight,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—(Special Tele-
gram.)—A split exists In the Nebraska dele-
gailon over the severanl bills Introduced In
both branches of congress, dividing the
state into two judicial districts. Repre-
sontative Stark, who has been holding his
enr to the ground for severs]l weeks, with
the view of ascertaining the wishes of hia
vonstituents, evidently has found conditions
not eanctly favoring his bill, for he filed o
letter today with the chuirman of the Ju-
diclary committee asking that no further
action be taken on his bill,

After stating that the bill had been In-
troduced in good faith at the instance of a
number of his constituents ho says: "y
have recently taken up the matier with the
view of submitting n brief to you In support
of the bill, and after full sxamination I
find the facts to be that there i no neces-
sity at this time to increase the fedoral
courls In Nebrasks; thal as now constl-
tuted, all matters are speodily determined;
thut there is no probabllity of an increase
in the immediate future; that about two-
thirds of the current business comesa from
the Indinn reservation In Nebraska, and
those familine with reservition matters he-
lleve that In the [uture the work from
thoua sections will greatly decroase,

Connlders It a8 Waste,

“To establiuh another disteict In Nebraska
would entall a large expenditure of money
annually and when not necessary for pub-
lle service Is & waste and extravagance of

publie funds. 1 therefors request that
H. R. 7632 lle on the table without fur-
ther actlon.

“But I deem It proper to say that I

would favor a bill to fix the terms of the
distriet court at least once a yeur at Al-
ltance and North Platte, thereby saving to
the party litigants the {tems of large ex-
pense for mileage, and have wituesses come
Iinto the open court and give their tvatimony
Instend of by deposition, as |8 now necessary
In practlee.”

It is evident, however, that Stark's letter
will not bave any approciable offect on the
other reprosentatives from the South Platte,
for both Burkett and Shallenberger expect
to push thelr bills.

Shallen-
berger's bill provides that at least one ex-
perimental station shall be established In
the semi-arid portions of Nebraska, South
Dakota, North Dakota, Kansus and Okla-
homa, for the purpose of making experi-
ments in soll culture and the conservation
of nature's moisture, for the purpose of In-
creasing the productiveness of those lands
without Irrigation.

The regent of the Kansas State univers-
ity, who is in Washington, Is heartily In
favor of the project, ns are the members of
the delegntions from Kansas, Nebraska and
other semi-artid states. It I8 planoed by
those In favor of the bill to eall In a body
on Secretary Wilson of the Department of
Agriculture to secure his co-operation,

An effort will be made by the senators
and representatives from Nebraska to In-
¢lude in the geueral deficlency bill an {tem
appropristing $150,000 for the Burlington
raliroad, which that company advanced at
the suggestion of the secretary of war for
work done at East 8L. Louls and Rule, Neb.,,
in the way of revetments along the Mis-
sour| river.

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.<The second day of
the trinl of Lawyer Albert T. Patrick, ac-
cused of the murder of Willlam Marsh
Rice, brought it to the polat where the
cause of the death of the milllonaire i9
sought to be determined. The first witness
along this line of Inquiry Introduced by the
prosecution was Dr. Hamilton Willlams,
one of the physiclane attached ta the cor-
oner's staff, who attended the autopsy.

The gist of his testimony was that the
lungs were congested and that this was due
te the Inhalation of some gapeous (rritant
and that chloroform could bhave produced
such a condition of the lungs. He Iater
suld pneumonia could produce the same
condition,

Charles Plowright, the underiaker. who
war called In by Patrick to prepare the
body of Rice for croemation, testifled that he
had sald to Patrick that It would require
twenty-four hours to prepare for crema-
tlon and suggested embalming, to which
Putrick consonted,

John 8. Potter, Plowright's assistant, tes.
tifled that Patrick bad shown him a letter
signed by Rice, expressipg the wish that
after death his body should he cremated. The
morning of the day wet for cromation he had
been called on the telephone by Palrick
and told that the cremation must be called
off In consequence of a telegram he (Pat-
rick) had just received from Texas, but
that it would probably he held two dayvs

later. The lotter to which the witnesa al-
Iuded wus dated August 3, 1800, ¢t was
admitted as evidgnce,

Dr. Hamilton Willlams, a coroner's phy-
sleian, testified that the sutopsy on Rice's
body showed the brain, heart and kidnova

normil, but an intense dongestion of the
lunge.
“1 believe,” sald  Mr. Willlams, *‘that

nothing else than a gaseous Irritant could
have produced the conditlon of the lubgs.
I may eay, Instead of belleving, that I know
from experience this to be the fact,”

Combustien of High Bxplesives frem Un-

DEBRIS FLIES IN VARIOUS DIRECTIONS

Grand Central Station s Badly Dam-
aged, Hoapltal Shatiered and
Other Structures Serl.
aunnly Dsfiguared.

NEW YORK, Jan, 27.—The reserve sup-
ply of high explosives stowed ut the Park
avenue shaft of the Rapld Transit tunoel,
now in course of construction, blew up
shortly after noon today. The giant blast
killed wix persons, Injured eight more and
serlously damaged all the property reached
by the fiving debris and the vibration of
the shock.

The Irregulnr square formed by the Mur-
ray Hill hote!l on the west, the Manhattan
Eye and Ear hospltal and the Grand Unloa
hotel on the east and (he Grand Central
#tatton on the north was the scene of the
explosion. The bulldings named sustained
the greatest damage, but the nrea affected
extended for several bloeks in the four dli-
rectione from the center,

Debris Hurled in Hotel.

J. Roderick Robertson of Nelson, B. .,
was killed by debris hurled with the force
of artillery Into his room at the Murray
Hill hotel, He was general mapager In
Cannda for the British Columbia Gold Flelds
company, limited, and & prominent ecltizen
In the community where he lived. He was n
Scotchman and leaves a wife and four chil-
dren.

The sunken approach to the street rall-
way tunnel used by the Madison avenue
Hne cuts through Park avenue and the shaft
for the Rapld Transit subway was run be-
#ide 1t at the intersection of vast Forty-
firat street. The street rallway approach
was housed over with a superstructure used
for operating the plant of the Rapld Tran-
it econtractors. Temporary bulldlogs for
#torage purposes were thrown up agalnst
the superstructure at the moutlh of the
shaft, and there the exploslon ocourred.

It tore a great gorge in the street, de-
molished the temporary bulldings and part
of the superstructure and sent a mass of
enrth, splintered timber and twisted fron
high in the air. Much of it went batterlng
agalust the front of the Murray Hill hotel,
and although the wallg and muln structure
of that bullding stood the shock, nearly
every room in the front of the house was
wrecked,

Hosplial ia Abhandoned.

The Manhottan Eye and Ear hospltal, in
the east slde of the avenue, fared nearly
a8 bad and had to be abandoned by the
management. The Grand Unlon hotel lost
ull of ita windows and glosg partitions and
practically every f(ront window in the
Grand Central station was sbattered. The
greal clocks on its front towers were blown
from thelr caser, Thousands of windows,
some of them seven bLlocks from the tun-
pel sbaft, fell in feagments. It was the
shower of broken glass and falling debris
that injured the greatest number.

Fortunstely the explosion occurred at
the moon hour, Not more thas 100 persons
wore (o the main walting room of the
Grand Central station. Bome of these wers
slightly Injured by bits of glass, Four
ticket sellers were cut about the heads
and arms with the fiylng debris,

Clerkns Stay at Thelr FPosts.

The clerical force in tho executive ofces
of the New York, New Havon & Hartford
rallroad, which occupy the floors above the
first in the eastern wing of the depot, weras
thrown about by the shotk. Chlef Dis-
pateher G. H, Wilson and his four assist-
ants, who were directing the trains of
the New Haven line, having several hun.
dred tralns to look out for, were seratehed
with flylng glass, but did not leave thelr
chulrs even when they could not ses their
instruments on account of smoke. One
man, Foster, who was watching a single
truck strip in Conpecticut, did not even
get up to look at the rulps after the smoke
cleared away.

The station tonight presented somewhat
the appearance of a dismantled castle, with
the blg windows only ragged holes.

General alarms brought fremen, pollce
reserves and every avallable ambulance to
the district. A majority of the injured
werg treated on the gpot, apd the white-
poated ambulsuce surgeons worked for an
hour in the debris-strewn strects. Pollee
lines were thrown over across elther end
of Park avenue and acrogs the Intersec-
